Welcome to my April email newsletter. Since my last newsletter 
in January, I have been busy buying and selling coins, including 
at the recent March Baltimore Show. 

March Baltimore Show Report 

The Baltimore show was an excellent show that surpassed 
even my best expectations. 

From landing on Tuesday night up until Saturday afternoon the 
action was nonstop, despite a Winter Storm that dropped a few 
inches of snow in Baltimore on Wednesday. Luckily, I wasn't 
affected because I arrived on Tuesday night as usual. 










I was pleasantly surprised to buy some really cool coins at the 
show. Between looking through boxes of coins on Wednesday's 
wholesale day, and a couple of pre-arranged deals with 
customers that turned out to be excellent -1 managed to find 
some really choice pieces for the website. By Thursday 
afternoon, there was the usual buzz on the floor, and many of 
my clients attended the show. PCGS also brought their very 
popular crossover special to the Baltimore show for the first 
time ever. This year's show was significantly stronger than the 
last few Baltimore shows. After I crunched the numbers, it 
wound up to be by far the best show that I ever had, with record 
sales and new purchases. 

Stacks Bowers had a strong auction, with some great 
consignments including the very fresh Vanderbilt Collection 
along with the ESM Collection of Lincoln Cents. Both 
collections realized record prices. The 1846 Seated Half Dime 
in PCGS MS-62 Gold CAC from the Vanderbilt Collection went 
for $48,000, and the 1955 Double Die Cent in PCGS MS-65+ 
RD CAC from the ESM Collection went for $114,000. 

My next major show I will be attending is the Central States 
show at the end of the month. It's always a good show, with a 
great auction by Heritage in a very nice venue. I always seem 
to find some fresh material on the bourse floor. 

The David Sunshine Collection 

I have consigned to Heritage Auctions a World Class set of 
Period 1 California Fractional Gold Coins. I have assembled the 
set with my father for over 15 years. They will be sold in the 
Heritage Central States Auction totally unreserved. The set 
includes many rarities and Condition Census coins. 

The history behind the coins themselves is fascinating. 
California Fractional Gold coins were produced starting in the 
1850's. There was a shortage of small denomination coinage 
out West and the San Francisco Mint was not yet in operation. 



Private jewelers filled the gap and produced their own Gold 
coinage in 3 denominations - Quarters, Half Dollars, and 
Dollars in both Octagonal and Round formats. Period 1 
Calfracs were thought to have circulated, while Period 2 
Calfracs that were produced in the 1860's and 1870's were 
more used as souvenirs than as circulating coins.
